JEWELS HUNTED IN OZARK HILLS 


Over $100,000 Spent By One Man Who Wai 
Firm In Belief T h a t T h e T re a su re H ad 
Been Hidden By Adventurer*

FAYETTEVILLE, 
Ark. - - A 
treasure hunt that has gone on in 
Franklin county, 
Arkansas, 
for 
more than 30 years for Spanish 
gold said to be worth millions, a 
golden 
Madonna and chests 
of 
precious jewels, goes on today with 
as much fervor and vigor as tt did 
in its early days. 
Perhaps it’s a myth—the result 
of a legend born far the erased 
mind of an old Mexican adventurer 
or the roiMmtic nature of Latin 
people- but the story is plausible 
enough for Dr. L. G. Hill, 
Mul­ 
berry, Ark., to spend $100,000, the 
savings of a lifetim e, in financing 


a hunt for the treasure. 
Generations have 
seen 
adven­ 
turers push their boats up Big Mul­ 
berry Creek only to return months 
later with disapjfcintment evident 
with every jesture. 
Two Spaniards have visited Mul­ 
berry during the past 40 years and 
claimed knowledge of the treasure. 
The first was Antonia, 80 year old 
Mexican, who claimed to be a rep- 
resenative of President 
Diaz, 
of 
Mexico. 
It was Antonio whom Dr. Hill 
financed in the treasure h un t The 
elderly Mexican 
ran 
lines 
from 
three marking points on a map in 
his possession and each led to a 
sandstone bluff. 
When cave-in dirt was dug away, 
diggers came to a system of hie­ 
roglyphics and the old man was 
frenzied with joy. 
The old man 


told Dr. Hill if he came to a small 
square opening and found a flint 
dagger and a stone key in this 
hoe it was the place. 
Both were 
found. 
Antonia studied the symbols on 
the face of the cliff for a few days, 
started excavation work, and died. 
The map he had been following 
couldn’t be found. 
The work came to a standstill 
a few months later when Dr. Hill 
died. 
The legend had it nine Spaniards 
left the old country with the treas­ 
ure, millions in gold 
and 
silver 
bullion, a golden calf and a quan­ 
tity of precious jewels, at the time 
when Spain feared overwhelming 
defeat at the hands of Napoleon. 
They landed in New Orleans, 
heard of gold mines in the North, 
abandoned 
their 
ships 
at 
the 
mouth of the Arkansas, transport­ 
ed their treasure up the river in 
small sailboats, the legend runs. 
' Here they enslaved Indian min­ 
ers, buried the treasure and started 
back to Spain, in an effort to bring 
about national negotiations regard­ 
ing the treasure. 
Natives and die 
eases killed many and only one of 
the nine Spanish galleons reached 
New Orleans, says the legend. 
W hether or not there is a treas­ 
ure in the Ozarks makes no differ­ 
ence to two of Dr. Hill's sons and a 
young miner who are organizing a 
mining company to excavate in ef­ 
forts to locate the buried fortunes 
— and see for themselves.
